Federal Grand Jury Takes Action Af-

He is survived 
by his wife and several children, most 
of whom are grown. Mr. Hughes was 
employed by the spoke company, and 
was a fine man in every way, standing 
high in the community and well es- 
teemed by all who knew him.

The Federal grand jury at Coving- 
ton returned a number of indictments 
against McCalla Fitzgerald, cashier of 
of the First National Bank of London, 
and William B. Catching, president of 
the same institution, charging them 
i with making false entries of the con- 
I dition of the bank in their report to 
the Controller of the Currency at 
Washington. According to Receiv- 
er Weitzel, who has had charge of the 
bank at London for the past several 
months, the money involved will 
amount to $50,000. The indictments 
against the two banks officials charge 
] that false entries were made in their 
reports to the Controller of Currency 
at Washington on January 23, 1914, 
and on September 12, 1912. It is al- 
leged in the indictment that Fitzger- 
ald, the cashier, made false reports, 
"aided and abetted by Catchings, the 
president." In twenty-four counts, 
Fitzgerald is charged with the misap- 
plication and embezzlement of vari- 
ous amounts to his own use of funds 
belonging to the First National Bank 
of London. These amounts range 
from $1,000 to lesser sums. It is al- 
leged that the money was applied to 
the funds of a company in which Fitz- 
gerald and Catchings were interested. 



McChesney Fires Opening Gun. 

The following dispatch is sent from 
Louisa, where Mr. McChesney, opened 
his campaign Monday: "Harry D. 
McChesney. candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor, 
spoke here Monday afternoon. In his 
address he came out strongly for 
State-wide prohibition and favored 
the submission of trie amendment to 
the people.

LATEST WAK NEWS 

Charging that the United States is 
building up a new industry in the ex- 
portation of arms to enemies of eGr- 
many, and that American diplomacy 
has found no relief for neutral ship- 
pers of noncontraband to Germany, 
the United States is arraigned for al- 
leged failure to observe neutrality in 
the memorandum handed the State 
Department by Ambassador von 
Bernstroif. 

The French offensive continues to 
make progress in the Woevre district, 
according to the Paris official state- 
ment, and military critics say the Ger- 
mans will be compelled to send re-en- 
forcements to straighten their wedge, 
which penetrates St. Mihiel. 

The Russians are making progress 
in the capture of important points 
which are essential before a general 
forward movement can be undertak- 
en. They are in possession of the 
whole principal chain of the Carpa- 
thians and at some points are de- 
scending the southern slopes and are 
approucrng, if they Rtc r:<..t aiready 
in the Uzsok Valley, south of the pass 
of that name. 

Hamadan, an important trading 
center in Persia, has been captured 
by Turkish forces. The allied fleet 
has, according to unofficial reports, 
been bombarding the Dardanelles 
forts from the Gulf of Saros This 
doubtless is being done to prevent the 
Turks from repairing the forts, for 
it is not believed here that the big at- 
tacks will be resumed until the land 
forces arrive. 

The North German Lloyd liner 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, outfitted as a 
German auxiliary cruiser, arrived at 
Newport News with sixty-one prison- 
ers, the crew of the last two British 
steamers sunk by her. The Kron- 
prinz slipped out of New York August 
3 last, and since that time has sunk 
nine British, four French and one 
Norweigian vessel in her commerce- 
destroyng cruise in the North and 
South Atlantic oceans. It is not 
known whether she will repair and 
sail again or intern for the war. 

Of the contingent of six doctors 
and twelve nurses sent to Serbia by 
the American Red Cross, all but four 
have contracted typhus, according to 
Dr. M. P. Lane, of New Orleans, who 
arrived in New York. 



MAY NOT APPEAL THE CASE ! LINCOLN GETS $9,075 

Henry Hudson Given Two To Five | State Road Fund 
Years for Killing Y. W. 



Out 



As told in the last edition of the I. 
J. Friday — copies of which did not 
go out to all of its subscribers, how- 
ever — Henry Hudson was convicted 
of manslaughter by the jury which 
tried him in circuit court here last 
week on a charge of murdering his 
father-in-law, Y. W. Burton, at their 
farm near Hustonville a few months 
ago. The jury did not return a ver- 
dict into court until 4:45 o'clock de- 
liberating to that hour from 2:40 
when the case was given to it by the 
court, at the conclusion of the argu- 
ments. 

The jury gave Hudson a sentence 
of from two to five, years in the 
state penitentiary. This sentence, un- 
der the indeterminate sentence law 
will make him eligible to parole and 
release from prison after he has ser- 
ved two years, if his conduct is good. 
It is reported that he will accept the 
judgment of the jury and not appeal 
the case, though this is only rumor. 

It is understood that on the first 
ballot which was taken by the jury 
upon the question of conviction or 
acquittal of the accused, three mem- 
bers of the jury voted for acquittal. 
The report is that these three were 
A. C. Sine and Spears Fisher, of Stan- 
ford, and J. H. Wheeler, of Waynes- 
burg. Some of the jury are said to 
have stood out for a while for a 21 
year sentence, the maximum under 
the manslaughter law. The verdict ar- 
rived at, therefore, is regarded as a 
compromise. 

Immediately upon the rendering of 
the verdict, Hudson was taken to jail 
where he is now incarcerated and will 
remain until he is taken to Frankfort. 
His wife, a daughter of the dead man, 
who stuck to him loyally throughout 
all of the trouble, remained in town 
and visited him in the jail Saturday.

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Forest Fires in McCreary County. 

Dangerous forest fires have broken 
out in McCreary county and the towns 
of Whitley City and Bauer are threat- 
ened by the advancing flames, which 
are being heroically r.ept back by vol- 
unteer fire fighters. The fire has ap- 
proached within a short distance of 
Whitely City, destroying a corner of 
the big woods owned by County At- 
torney George Stevens. At Bauer a 
wide furrow was plowed around the 
town but is was feared the town 
could not stay the progress of the 
flames. The plant ofthe Bauer Coop- 
erage Company was threatened and 
one house was burned, along with 
some of the outbuildings on the edge 
of the town. State Forester J. E. Bar- 
ton has organized a forest protective 
association with a view to preventing 
forest fires.

The fires are in dense forests of tim- 
ber that have never known the axe 
and thousands of dollars damage al- 
ready has bean done. r -he men of 
Whitley and iJauer watched the fires 
by turns last week.

Lincoln county gets the sum of 
$9,075 from the State Road fund to 
supplement what the county will ap- 
propriate this year for reconstruction 
work on the roads. A dispatch from 
Frankfort Sunday said of the matter: 
Thirteen counties will draw the full 
amount allowed by law out of the 
State road fund this year $13,164, ac- 
cording to estimate just completed 
by Commissioner of Roads R. C. Ter- 
reyy. It is based upon the 1914 assess- 
ments and levy, excepting in a few 
instances where failure of the coun- 
ties to report made it necessary to 
use the 1912 returns. 

The counties which will draw the 
full 2 per cent, are: Bourbon, Camp- 
bell, Christian, Clark, Daviess, Fay- 
ette, Graves, Jefferson, Kenton, Ma- 
son, McCracken, Nelson and Shelby. 

The amount it is estimated each 
county will receive from the State 
road fund is based on the ratio the 
road levy of that particular county 
bears to the total levy for road pur- 
poses of all the counties, $2,071,571. 
The estimated road fund is $658,220. 
After apportioning t?ie money on this 
basis, a balance of over $100,000 was 
redistributed within the limits of the 
2 per cent., which is the maximum 
any county is allowed to draw, and 
also not exceeding the total amount 
appropriated for State aid work, in- 
cluding private subscriptions. In no 
case was a county alloted more than 
it asked for State aid, as some por- 
tions of the county levies naturally 
will be used for other work than that 
undertaken according to the law gov- 
erning State aid projects.

The following political "dope" is 
taken from the Geiger, Ala., Times, 
whose editor is an old friend of the 
senior editor of the Interior Jour- 
nal. The editor, Dr. John W. 
Stagg, has the distinction of living 
in one State and conducting a paper 
in another. He is pastor of the Pres- 
byterian church at Orlando, Fla., is 
an able divine, an expert golf player, 
a polished gentleman and the best 
story teller in the State of Florida. 
Some splendid thoughts are advanc- 
ed in the article and strikes us his 
diagnosis of the political situation 
concerning Wilson's successor is just 
about right: 

"One newspaper has made the ob- 
servation that there are only three 
possible candidates in the country so 
far as the Democrats and Republicans 
are concerned. These are President 
Wilson, Elihu Root and ex-president 
Taft.

It is our belief 
that Mr. Taft is the strongest man 
the Republicans can put forward. 

"In Mr. Wilson the Democrats have 
a very tower of strength. Should the 
country be kept free from all war 
entanglements, the people of the 
United States will find such a condi- 
tion two years hence as would make 
impossible Mr. Wilson's defeat. 

"Unfortunately for the peace of 
mind of everybody, the Washington 
Star comes along and hints at a cam- 
paign with Mr. Roosevelt and Richard 
P. Hobson bringing the bull mooscrs 
and the prohibitionists together. Of 
course there could be no hope for 
such a combine, but the very thought 
of its possibility is enough to give the 
country jim jams, even though the 
ticket would be half or, at least, nomi- 
nally prohibition.

Railroads Kill 219 Persons. 

A total of "fc^i persons were killed 
on the railroads of Kentucky from 
December 1, 1913 to December 31, 
1914, according to the annual report 
of the Railroad Commission just pub- 
lished. A comprehensive table is giv- 
en showing that of the total num- 
ber, 144 were trespassers, 55 em- 
ployes, one passenger and one postal 
clerk. Thirteen of the employes were 
yard trainmen and twenty-one train- 
men on the road. Eighteen person 
were killed at crossings and 1,028 
employes injured. 



Donn M. Roberts, the "dressy" 
mayor of Terre Haute, Ind., whom 
Federal Judge Anderson dubbed as 
the "arch conspirator" in the elec- 
tion frauds that were perpetrated 
last November, was given six years in 
the Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, prison 
and ordered to pay a fine of $2,000. 
One hundred and fifteen others were 
given penalties on the charge of con- 
spiracy to corrupt the election. This 
should and doubtless will have a sa- 
lutary effect in the Hoosier State 
and will at least make men think be- 
fore they tamper with the sacred 
ballot. Indiana has been going down 
hill morally and to a certain extent 
politically since the governor of that 
great State took Finley and Taylor 
under his protecting wing and held 
them close to his heart. It was a 
dangerous precedent and the penalty 
is now being paid. Disregard for the 
law by its chief executive has proven 
an expensive piece of business for 
the morals and politics of the State 
just North of us.
